In 1968, for the first time, folks in 
Garrett County decided to expand the 
autumn season and include a festival. 
Since Garrett County is known for 
its autumn beauty it just seemed 
natural to call the celebration the 
Autumn Glory Festival. The festi- 
val includes the Maryland State Fid- 
dlers’ Championships, turkey dinners, 
an antique auto show, a football game, 
teen show and dance and country 
music show. 

B&O RAILROAD STATION IN 
OAKLAND. As a place of business, 
this dates from 1851, though the 
present building was erected in 1884. 
Even so, it is one of the oldest sta- 
tions in the county. With the current 
enthusiasm for old railroads, it would 
seem that attention might well be 
drawn to this place. 

BEAR CREEK FISH REARING 
STATION. The history of Garrett 
County is associated with trout fish- 
ing. From the early 19th century on, 


sportsmen have come to the area— 
after trout. Many records of phenom- 
enal catches still exist. At the Bear 
Creek Rearing Station, visitors can 
see the future catches in all stages of 
growth, from fingerlings up to four- 
teen-inch prizes. It is a very popular 
place. The pools are located in a 
green glade with large trees, and 
visitors may picnic if they wish. 

BOATING—Nearly every type of 
boat from canoe to speedster can be 
seen on Deep Creek Lake. Marinas 
and boat launching areas charge a 
very nominal fee, to put you and your 
boat on the water and ready for fun. 
Boats are available for rental from 
all of the marinas. Prices depend on 
the size and type of boat. Those in- 
terested in sailing will be interested 
to know that Deep Creek Lake is ex- 
ceptional.

Following are the Game and In- 
land Fish Commission regulations ap- 
plicable to Deep Creek Lake: 

1. All vessels on said lake shall 
carry one Coast Guard approved life 
preserver, buoyant vest, ring buoy or 
buoyant cushion, for each person on 
board. 

2. No vessel, exceeding thirty (30) 
feet in length shall be operated on 
said lake. Length shall be determined 
by measuring the greatest overall 
length stem to stern. 

3. No vessel, other than an au- 
thorized patrol vessel, shall use a 
siren on said lake. 

4. No houseboat of any description 
shall be permitted on the waters of 
said lake. 

5. No garbage, sewage, or other 
like waste material may be dumped, 
discharged or otherwise placed in the 
waters of said lake from any vessel. 

6. No vessel, except those manu- 
ally propelled, shall be operated from

yellow buoys which designate 
wharves, piers, docks and _ bathing 
beaches on said lake, except for de- 
parture and landing. The positioning 
of said buoys on the waters of the 
lake shall be determined by the Game 
and Inland Fish Commission. 


7. No aircraft of any description 
shall be permitted to land, remain, or 
take off from the waters of said lake 
without written permission first hav- 
ing been secured from the Game and 
Inland Fish Commission and the Penn- 
sylvania Electric Company. 


8. Running lights must be carried 
after dark. 


9. Water Skiing: No person shall 
operate any machinery-propelled ves- 
sel for the purpose of towing a per- 
son or persons on water skis or aqua- 
plane or similar device unless the op- 
erator of the boat is at least twelve 
(12) years of age and there is in the 
vessel another person at least twelve 
years of age to observe the progress 
of the person being towed.

berland and Wheeling, West Virginia. 
It provided an improved method of 
transportation for both passengers 
and freight. 

The bridge was built in 1813 and at 
that time it was the longest single 
span bridge in the country. 

In 1964 the Department of the In- 
terior designated the bridge a Regis- 
tered National Historic Landmark. 
Since that time, a picnic area has 
been developed alongside the bridge. 
The spot makes a beautiful setting 
for a summer cookout or outdoor get 
together. 

CASSELMAN HOTEL. The Cassel- 
man Hotel also commemorates the 
great days of the National Pike. The 
hotel, still in operation, was first 
opened as the Drover’s Inn in 1824. 
Many of the early features of the 
building have been preserved; to the 
modern traveler, the hotel offers all 
of the modern conveniences. The hotel 
has been in operation for 144 years. 
It is one of the outstanding landmarks 
within Garrett County’s boundaries.

DEER PARK. Deer Park is located 
just a few miles east of Oakland off 
Route 135. In early days of rail- 
roading in Garrett County, this town 
played host to travelers and digni- 
taries from all over the nation.

When Deer Park was in its 
recreational glory, the pure mountain 
spring water that bubbles up through 
the sand was also known nationwide. 


The Youghiogheny Reservoir north of 
Friendsville at Mill Run. 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
used this water for its dining car 
services. This trend survived other 
changes for some 100 years. Not only 
was it served on the trains, but it was 
used within the hotel complex. This 
water was served to Presidents and 
others who either stayed at the hotel 
or rode the train.
